NOTES. 


The reduction of the great public debt 


which we incurred during the war is go- 
ing on continually and at a rapid rate. 
During April the decrease amounted to 
nearly fourteen and a half millions, bring- 
ing np the total of reduction during the 
first four months of the calendar year to 
$53,641,11848, and during the expired 
ten mouths of the fiscal year to the enor- 
mous sum of $128,748,213 37. 


The President's Cabinet held quite an 


important meeting yesterday, at which it 
was decided that the President should 
issue a proclamation for the lawless cow- 
boys in Arizona to disperse. If the order 
is not obeyed, militaiy force will be used 
to enforce it.

for their support. 
Their roving habit 


should be broken 
up. 
Every Indian 


should be compelled to have his home 
and be made to feel that he is subject, to 


law, 
with all its advantages on the one. 


side ami its pains and penalties on the 
other. Trent the Indians us men and 
they will become so; continue to consider 
them savage beasts ami they will make 
no upward progress, ^i many canes the 
government does too much for the In- 
dians. 
It feeds and clothes them aud so 


relieves them uf the necessity to work for 
a living. There can 1)8 no independence, 
no growth, un manliness, while the pres- 
ent process continues. Help must \>P. ex- 
tended to the Indians, but it should he in 
way of (issistance in getting thsir living 
by'the sweat of the brow. 
When the 


red men are made to work they will be- 
come civilized; until then they will re- 
main savages. 


The illness of both the United States
